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opposition of self-interest, sentiment, or animal instinct, as would 
other remedies proposed, such as the introduction of natural 
feeding, increase of interval between deliveries, prevention of the 
reproduction of the unfit, or even lowering the age of men at 
marriage, but is "concordant with the girls' desires, and the 
aesthetic sentiments of the men."
